Mr.  Ch.mrm.an  and  Gentlemen, 

1 beg  to  submit  the  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition 
of  your  District  for  the  year  1920. 

The  aftermath  of  the  war,  the  industrial  unrest,  insufficient  housing  and 
increased  immorality  are  all  factors  which  have  influenced  the  health  of  the 
district  during  the  past  year.  Notwithstanding  these  undesirable  influences 
the  report  as  a whole  can  be  considered  satisfactory  compared  with  previous 
years,  but  not  by  any  means  approaching  the  standard  for  which  we  strive. 

ESTIMATED  POPULATION. 

Census  1911- — 25,253.  The  return  of  the  Registrar  General  gives  the 
population  as  26,875.  This  is  probably  low  seeing  that  the  estimate  from  the 
Housing  Survey  gives  a population  of  approximately  27,800. 

DEATH  RATE. 

During  the  year  328  deaths — 175  of  males  and  153  of  females,  have 
been  registered  in  the  district.  I'here  were  9 outward  transfers  and  31  inward 
transfers,  making  the  total  number  allocated  to  this  district  354. 

Calculating  the  population  as  26,875,  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General, 
gives  an  Annual  Death  Rate  of  13’ 17  per  1000. 

Summary  of  Deatu.s  for  the  Year  1920. 
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BIRTH  RATE. 

During  the  year  872  births,  469  of  boys  and  403  of  girls,  were  registered. 
This  includes  36  illegitimate  births,  24  of  boys  and  12  of  girls.  Calculated 
on  this  figure,  26,875,  gives  an  Annual  Birth  Rate  of  32-4  per  rooo.

GENERAL  CONSIDERATION  OF  THE  DEATH  TABLE. 

.\s  in  the  past  3 years  a large  number  of  deaths  have  occurred  from 
Pneumonia  and  other  respiratory  infections,  principally  as  a complication  of 
Influenza,  whilst  'Puberculosis  in  its  various  forms  shows  a steady  fiill.  'Phis 
rather  indicates  that  Influenza  does  not  accelerate  death  in  persons  suffering 
from  Pulmonary  'Fuberculosis. 

I here  were  14  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  the  larger  portion  of  these 
occurring  in  Stakeford  and  West  Sleekburn  area,  where  the  disease  has  been 
endemic  amongst  school  children 

Cancer  and  malignant  disease  as  in  former  years  e.xacts  a regular  toll  of 
deaths.  ^ 

Only  one  death  from  Enteric  Fever  occurred  as  a result  of  the  decrease 
in  the  number  of  cases. 

Under  the  heading  of  Infantile  Mortality  mention  will  be  made  of  deaths 
due  to  Prematurity,  Debility,  Marasmus,  and  Infective  Enteritis. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

I here  were  92  deaths  under  i year  registered  in  the  district.  This  is 
equivalent  to  an  Annual  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  105  per  1000,  comiiared 
with  104  per  1000  in  1919  and  115  in  1918. 

conclusions  are  to  be  derived  from  the  table  : — 

(1)  1 here  is  a marked  increase  and  high  rate  of  death  from  Prematurity. 

(2)  On  account  of  the  outbreak  of  Influenza,  the  deaths  from  Pneumonia 
liave  increased  in  later  years. 

(3)  Deaths  from  Infective  Enteritis  have  fallen  to  a marked  de-^ree

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(4)  T he  curve  relative  to  Debility  from  Birth  and  Marasmus  is  misleading, 
seeing  that  many  cases  of  Debility  from  Birth  are  probably  Prematurity 
and  unfortunately  have  not  been  certified  as  such.  It  can  certainly  be 
said  that  deaths  from  Marasmus  in  full  time  children  have  steadily 
decreased. 

Prematurity, — It  might  be  said  that  during  the  later  periods  of  the  war, 
mental  strain  and  insufficient  nourishment  accounted  for  the  increase  in 
deaths  from  Prematurity,  but  these  factors  cannot  now  be  considered  applic- 
able to  any  degree.  Certain  diseases  of  the  mother  may  account  for  a small 
proportion,  and  in  this  catagory  mention  may  be  made  of  the  few  deaths  in 
children  from  Congenital  Syphilis. 

Insanitary  dwellings,  inadequate  housing  and  overcrowding  are  potent 
causes,  in  as  much  as  they  effect  the  general  health  of  the  mother  in  consequence 
of  insufficient  light,  air  space  and  ventilation.  But  there  is  still  another  cause, 
namely,  the  habits  of  the  people.  The  expectant  mother  should  enjoy  a life 
freedom  without  any  undue  excitement.  To  enter  any  deeper  into  this 
delicate  question  is  inadvisable,  suffice  to  say  that  it  cannot  be  denied  that 
prematurity  in  lower  animals  is  almost  unknown.  The  remedy  in  this 
direction  is  one  of  education. 

Pneumonia. — Visitations  of  Influenza  will  always  increase  the  deaths  from 
Pneumonia,  and  better  housing  conditions  will  considerably  assist  in  elimin- 
ating the  ravages  of  this  disease. 

Infective  Enteritis. — The  marked  fall  in  deaths  from  this  disease  must  be 
attributed  to  the  notification  of  these  cases  during  the  months  of  July,  August 
and  September,  of  children  under  2 years,  and  the  attendance  by  the  Health 
Visitors  who  instruct  mothers  in  the  dietetic  part  of  the  treatment. 

Debility  from  Birth  and  Marasmus. — As  already  mentioned,  many  cases 
of  Debility  from  Birth  should  come  under  the  heading  of  Prematurity  It 
would  be  of  considerable  assistance  from  a statistical  standpoint  if  medical 
practitioners  would  make  this  distinction  whenever  po.ssible.  The  work  of 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  accounts  for  the  decreasing  number  of 
deaths  from  Marasmus  and  Debility  at  Birth  in  full  time  children.

INFEC^riVK  ENTERrriS  OR  SUMMER  DIARRHCEA. 


During  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September,  12  cases  of  children 
under  2 were  notified  and  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

Scar/et  Fever.  — Isolated  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  February 
March,  April  and  May.  In  the  month  of  August  6 cases  were  notified  from 
Stakeford,  this  apparently  being  the  commencement  of  the  outbreak.  In 
September  37  cases  were  notified  from  the  areas  of  Stakeford  and  Guide  Post. 
In  October  61  cases  occurred  in  Stakeford,  Guide  Post  and  West  Sleekburn, 
whilst  in  November  67  cases  were  reported,  principally  from  West  .Sleekburn 
and  Guide  Post,  but  to  a lesser  degree  from  Stakeford.  A few  cases  also 
occurred  in  Choppington,  and  in  December  45  cases  were  notified  from  the 
various  districts  mentioned.  Very  few  occurred  in  Sleekburn,  Netherton, 
Cambois  or  Bedlington.  'Phe  disease  occurred  almost  entirely  amongst 
school  children  and  school  attendance  was  the  agency  by  which  the  infection 
spread.  In  addition  the  distribution  of  cases  was  due  to  the  proximity  of  the 
various  areas,  whilst  the  isolated  areas  of  Netherton  and  Cambois  remained 
free.  Sleekburn  and  Bedlington  being  also  unaffected  on  account  of  the 
isolation  in  as  much  as  school  attendence  and  intermixing  of  schoal  children 
after  school  hours  were  concerned. 

'I'he  epidemic  has  been  general  throughout  the  country,  and  is  probably 
a phase  in  the  periodic  visitations  of  certain  infectious  diseases.  Whilst  a few 
cases  have  occurred  annually  during  the  past  5 years,  in  1914,  no  cases 
occurred,  in  1913,  84  cases,  and  in  1912  there  was  an  extensive  outbreak  of 
457  cases.  In  this  epidemic  it  was  significant  that  Bedlington  suffered  to  a 
high  degree,  and  probably  a certain  amount  of  immunity  was  conferred 
amongst  the  younger  school  children  which  to  a limited  extent  accounts  for 
the  comparative  absence  of  cases  in  Bedlington  in  the  recent  epidemic. 

School  closure  was  operative  in  West  Sleekburn  only  from  Dec.  2nd, 
1920,  and  extended  over  the  Xmas  holidays. 

Diphtheria. — This  might  be  considered  an  extension  of  the  report  on  the 
disease  which  occurred  in  the  latter  part  of  1919.  In  January  200  swabs 
were  examined  from  children  attending  the  West  Sleekburn  School,  and  4 
carriers  were  discovered.  'Phese  children  were  then  isolated  until  free  from 
infection,  d'here  was  then  a marked  fall  in  the  cases  notified  from  that 
district,  and  no  further  cases  occurred  until  September,  when  4 cases  were 
re[)orted  and  subsequently  i in  December. 

Sleekburn  seems  to  have  suffered  most  heavily  from  the  disease  and  in 
this  district  35  cases  were  notified.  'Phese  occurred  in  children  attending 
both  schools  in  that  area. 


'Phe  outstanding  features  are  : — 

(1)  'Phe  cases  occurred  in  all  the  suh-distrists,  but  princip-ally  in  the  areas  of 
Sleekburn,  Stakeford  and  West  .Sleekburn. 

(2)  Of  the  68  cases,  with  the  exception  of  2,  all  occurred  in  children  atterKl- 
ing  school,  and  principally  between  the  ages  of  8 and  10  years. 
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(■z)  The  disease  is  spread  by  means  of  carriers,  who  either  carry  the  infection 
without  having  suffered  from  the  disease,  or  in  other  cases  remain  carriers 
as  the  result  of  having  suffered  from  the  disease.  'I'he  latter  was  proven 
by  the  occurrence  of  one  carrier  who  had  several  months  previously 
suffered  from  Diphtheria. 

(4)  Seeing  that  this  infection  was  general,  and  the  mode  of  spread  so  definite, 
the  fjuestion  of  defective  sanitation  could  not  in  any  way  account  for 
the  large  number  of  cases  in  any  particular  area. 

As  the  result  of  the  unusual  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  the  L.A.  in 
1921  approved  of  the  L.G.B.  Order,  1910,  whereby  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  is 
now  supplied  free  of  charge  to  all  medical  practitioners  in  the  district.  'I'his 
may  be  used  not  only  as  a curative  measure,  but  it  is  hoped  that  advantage 
will  be  taken  of  its  property  from  a preventative  standpoint,  whereby  the 
contacts  of  any  case  may  receive  a prophylactic  dose  of  anti-toxin.  I am  glad 
to  say  that  in  conjunction  with  this  the  Medical  Practitioners  have  agreed  to 
permit  of  swabs  being  taken  of  other  members  of  the  household  in  which  a 
case  of  Diphtheria  occurs.  This  is  being  done  with  a view  to  discovering  any 
probable  carrier  who  will  then  receive  appropriate  treatment.  Furthermore, 
convlaescents  from  fiiphtheria  are  swabbed  and  not  allowed  theii  liberty 
until  such  are  returned  from  the  Bacteriologist  as  negative.  With  the  inade- 
quate Hospital  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  Diphtheria,  this  system 
will  be  the  only  means  of  dealing  with  the  spread  of  infection. 

The  following  is  a table  of  the  cases  occurring  in  the  various  areas  at 
different  months  of  the  year  : —

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Influenza. — During  the  year  the  district  has  practically  never  been  free 
from  this  infection,  either  simple  or  complicated. 

In  January  a few  sporadic  cases  occurred,  whilst  in  April  and  May  the 
disease  appeared  in  epidemic  form,  being  mild  in  adults,  but  associated  with 
Acute  Broncho  Pneumonia  in  children.  This  accounts  for  the  high  Infant 
Mortality  during  the  month  of  May. 

There  was  a period  of  quiescence  until  in  November  and  December  when 
there  was  a reappearance  of  the  disease — 9 cases  of  Pneumonia  in  the  former 
month  and  10  in  the  latter  having  been  notified.  The  form  of  Pneumonia 
in  these  months  being  principally  of  the  Lobar  Type. 
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Encephalitis  Letharcica. — The  first  case  known  to  have  occurred  in  this  , 
district  was  reported  from  Barrington  in  September.  The  patient  was 
removed  to  hospital,  and  full  particulars  have  been  furnished  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  It  might  be  mentioned  that  during  the  months  of  January  and 
February,  1921,  4 cases  have  occurred,  3 at  Choppington  and  i at  Bedling- 
ton.  The  case  in  1920  was  fatal,  whilst  the  4 cases  this  year  have  all  either 
recovered  or  are  in  a state  of  convalescence. 

Unfortunately,  this  disease  has  been  misnamed  by  the  medical  pro- 
fession, and  laiety  alike  under  the  term  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  and 
Sleeping  Influenza,  as  in  the  early  stage  of  the  malady  the  condition  is 
oftener  one  of  delirium,  and  not  of  Lethargy.  It  is  only  in  the  later  stages 
that  Stupor  develops.  This  disease  manifests  itself  in  many  different  ways, 
and  the  following  might  be  considered  as  the  most  important  points  in  the 
cases  occurring  in  the  district — headache,  neuralgia  with  tenderness  over 
certain  areas  of  the  face  and  scalp,  temperature  varying  from  99-101°. 
Masked  face,  delirium  at  night  and  stupor  during  the  day,  sleeplessness  in 
the  early  stages,  clonic  spasms  of  the  muscles,  choreiform  movements, 
Nystagmus  Diplopia,  Squint  Plosis,  alteration  in  the  various  reflexes, 
principally  of  the  nature  of  exaggeration.  Paresis  of  various  mussles  depend- 
ing on  the  Cranial  nerves  involved.  Later  there  appears  inversion  of  the 
sleeping  rythm,  the  patient  turning  night  into  day.  Convalescence  shows  a 
gradual  return  to  normal  of  the  nerve  centres  in  the  brain  and  the  various 
parts  of  the  body  influenzed  by  these  centres. 

Tuberculosis. — Enough  has  been  said  in  former  years.  Any  further 
information  can  be  obtained  by  reference  to  the  tables  regarding  the 
Incidence  and  Death  Rate  during  the  past  8 years. 

Enteric  Fever. — Only  3 cases  occurred  during  the  year,  2 at  West  Sleek- 
burn  and  one  at  Sleekburn.  The  former  were  removed  to  hospital  with 
recovery  ; the  latter  died  at  home. 

There  was  no  difficulty  in  tracing  the  source  of  infection.  In  each 
case  other  members  of  the  family  had  previously  suffered  from  the  disease, 
and  there  remained  as  chronic  carriers.  The  infection  was  carried  by  flies 
from  the  privy  midden  excretra,  thus  contaminating  the  food. 

The  occurence  of  Sporadic  cases  may  thus  be  anticipated  in  view  of  the 
large  number  of  cases  which  have  occurred  as  the  result  of  many  years  of 
infected  water  supply. 

It  is  interesting  to  mention  that  large  numbers  of  cases  of  Gall  Stones 
occur  in  this  district  as  a sequel  to  an  attack  of  Enteric  Fever. 

Puerperal  Fever — 3 cases  were  reported  from  this  district,  i died  in 
hospital,  I at  home,  and  i recovered. 

Malaria* — From  knowledge  of  large  numbers  of  men  who  atterid  the 
Clinics  at  the  Ministry  of  Pensions,  many  of  these  cases  occurring  in  the 
district  are  not  notified  by  the  Medical  Practitioners.  The  cases  all  appear 
to  have  been  contracted  on  Service. 
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Ififective  Enteritis. — With  the  moist  heat  occurring  in  August  and 
September,  these  were  the  principal  months  in  which  the  disease  occurred. 
It  is  desirable  that  Medical  Practitioners,  during  th.e  months  of  July,  August 
and  September,  will  noiity  all  cases  of  this  disease  under  2 years  of  age.  _ Many 
unnotified  cases  received  treatment  by  the  the  Health  Visitors  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  amount  of  good  which  is  derived  from  this  particular  work,  and 
whether  or  not  the  results  justify  the  expenditure,  are  two  important  questions 
which  arise  in  consideration  of  this  part  of  the  report.  After  a test  of  five 
years  we  are  able  to  appreciate  the  section  of  this  work  which  has  met  with 
success  and  that  which  has  met  vvith  failure. 

Regarding  Post  Natal  Work,  the  results  are  gratifying  in  as  much  as 
there  has  been  a reduction  in  the  nnmber  of  deaths  in  full-time  children  due 
to  Marasinus,  or  what  is  better  known  as  wasting  the  result  of  dietetic  errors  and 
ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  mother.  This  in  itself  justifies  the  expenditure. 
In  addition,  as  already  mentioned,  the  number  of  deaths  in  children  due  to 
Infective  Enteritis  or  Summer  Diarrhoea,  has  decreased  steadily  and  is  now 
almost  a negligible  quantity.  This  again  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  enlighten- 
ment of  the  mother  to  the  fact  that  the  disease  is  preventable,  caused  by 
infected  food,  and  must  be  treated  by  a process  of  elimination  from  the 
bowel  followed  by  suitable  dietetic  measures.  In  this  direction  the  work  of 
the  Health  Visitors  is  facilitated  by  notification  of  Infective  Enteritis  , to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  all  children  under  two  years  who  suffer  from  the  disease 
during  the  months  of  prevalence,  namely,  July,  August  and  September. 

When  we  come  to  consider  Pre-Natal  Work,  we  meet  with  absolutely  no 
success.  Notification  of  Pregnancy  is  a matter  which  will  be  difficult  to 
enforce,  and  even  then  it  might  only  in  particular  cases,  and  in  a very  limited 
number  when  mothers  during  pregnancy  was  suffering  from  certain  diseases, 
render  any  assistance  in  saving  the  life  of  the  expected  infant.  This  applies 
particularly  to  the  question  of  Prematurity,  which  accounts  for  the  largest 
number  of  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  whose  existence  in  the  majority 
of  cases  is  only  the  matter  of  hours. 

The  remedy  in  this  respect  has  already  been  suggested  under  the  head- 
ing of  Infantile  Mortality. 

Referring  now  to  the  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  it  is 
unnecessary  to  mention  the  subsidy  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

I he  .sup[)ly  of  Glaxo  and  Virol  to  mothers  or  infants,  whether  it  be  free 
or  at  reduced  prices,  depending  upon  the  financial  circumstances  of  the 
mother,  is  a great  expense  to  the  Local  Authority.  In  this  matter  the  Com- 
mittee at  the  various  Centres,  the  Health  Visitors  and  Medical  Officer  do  all 
in  their  power  to  descriminate  between  cases  which  are  needful  or  otherwise. 

During  the  war,  and  as  the  result  of  frequent  industrial  unrest,  cases  of 
hardship  have  been  more  freciuent  and  expenditure  has  been  increased. 
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THE  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

There  are  now  five  Centres  in  place  of  the  following  sub-districts  ; — 
Bedlington,  Sleekburn,  Guide  Post,  Stakeford  and  Cambois. 

The  scattered  nature  of  the  district  demands  these  several  Centres. 

The  meetings  are  held  monthly,  which  is  quite  often  enough  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  work  in  a satisfactory  manner.  Had  the  district  been 
congested  it  would  have  been  possible  to  do  the  work  with  one  or  two 
Centres  and  the  meetings  then  held  weekly  or  fortnightly. 

It  must  be  recognised  that  the  duty  of  the  Health  Visitors  is  not 
entirely  one  of  attending  Centres,  but,  in  addition,  conducting  a regular 
system  of  Home  Visiting  and  thus  keep  in  touch  with  infants  who  are  not 
able  to  attend  the  Centre  on  account  of  the  circumstances  of  the  child  itself 
or  the  mother.  To  open  the  Centres  more  frequently  would  mean  neglect 
of  this  particular  and  very  important  work  of  the  Health  Visitors.  Further- 
more, the  mother  would  resent  travelling  the  long  distance  in  many  cases, 
and  undoubtedly  the  aggregate  attendance  would  fall  below  that  of  the 
present  system. 

The  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer  is  that  the  existing  arrangements  and 
the  manner  in  which  the  work  at  the  Centres  is  conducted  during  his  attend- 
ance is  that  best  suited  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  district,  and  ensures 
all  the  success  that  can  be  anticipated  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Scheme. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Council  is  the  best  judge  of  the  needs 
of  the  district,  and  the  present  circumstances  have  not  been  adopted  without 
due  deliberation  and  consideration. 

Centres  are  not  entirely  for  the  sale  of  fresh  milk,  dried  milk,  or  any 
similar  product,  and  the  more  frequently  the  Sessions  are  held  the  nearer 
will  the  work  approach  that  of  shopkeeping. 

In  conclusion,  I beg  to  thank  the  Committee  of  the  various  Centres  for 
their  valued  help  in  carrying  out  this  important  work.

Gentlemen, 

The  Yearly  Report  for  1920,  herewith  submitted  for  your  considera- 
tion, is  a small  summary  of  the  work  done  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
during  the  year. 

Births  registered,  872.  Births  notified  to  the  M.O.H.,  831.  Births  not 
notified,  41.  Stilbirths,  30.  Left  the  Districts,  18. 

There  were  92  Deaths  ; this  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  105,  as 
against  104  in  1919. 

Number  of  First  Visits  made,  707  ; subsequent  Visits,  4019. 

During  July,  August  and  September,  cases  of  Infective  Enteritis  notified 
were  12,  but  the  number  of  Infants  and  Children  suffering  from  this  disease 
and  attended  by  us  was  considerably  more. 
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In  the  winter  months  many  children  suffered  from  Whooping  ^ough. 
This  disease  is  not  notifiable,  but  on  our  visits  we  get  readily  in  touc 
these  cases,  and  are  thus  able  to  help  in  combating  the  weakness  and 
general  debility  resulting  therefrom. 

There  were  3 cases  of  Puerperal  Fever,  2 of  these  cases  (one  removed 
to  hospital  and  one  nursed  at  home)  proved  fatal. 

Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  were  223.  Cases  of  Diphtheria 
numbered  68.  These  infectious  cases  were_ visited,  the  main  objects  of  the 
visits  being  to  urge  the  isolation  of  the  patients  and  other  precautions  t at 
help  to  prevent  the  infection  spreading. 

At  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  the  numbers  of  Mothers, 
Infants  and  Children  up  to  school  age  who  attended  were  2084.  The 
following  table  shows  the  average  number  at  the  five  centres  :

When  the  Infants  and  children  first  attend  the  centres  they  are  examined 
by  the  M.O.H.,  who  keeps  a record  of  each  case  ; children  who  continue  to 
be  satisfactory  see  him  periodically,  but  the  delicate  ones  are  seen  each 
session,  or  when  the  M.O.H.  thinks  necessary.  This  continued  medical 
inspection  is  of  very  great  help,  which  is  appreciated  by  the  mothers  who,  we 
are  confident,  are  taking  an  increasing  interest  in  all  matters  which  affect  the 
health  of  their  children.

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SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 

Housing. 

Although  several  congested  back  to  back  overcrowded  and  unfavourable 
dwellings  exist,  the  operation  of  any  of  the.  Housing  Acts  for  condemning 
dwellings  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  has  been  impracticable  owing  to  the 
retarded  progress  of  housing  accommodation. 

No  dwelling  have  been  erected  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year, 
and  the  majority  of  tenants  occupying  houses  of  the  above  character  are 
looking  forward  to  the  Local  Authority  supplying  their  demands.  In  most 
of  cases  where  defective  houses  have  been  remedied,  complaints  have  been 
made  by  the  occupier.  Much  delay  with  respect  to  determining  notices  has 
not  in  every  case  been  the  fault  of  the  owner,  but  moreso  the  default  lies  m 
the  difficulty  of  procuring  material  and  acquiring  labour  to  fulfil  the  require- 
ments. This  is  at  present  one  of  the  chief  objects  of  deferring  the  necessary 
works  being  carried  out  immediately  and  substantially. 

Fortunately,  a few  of  the  houses  attached  to  the  Council’s  Schemes  are 
practically  habitable,  and  several  others  are  well  advanced  for  completion, 
and  within  a short  time  probably  we  will  see  a welcome  relief  to  the  over- 
crowding, and  some  of  the  undesirable  areas  in  parts  of  the  district  brought 
up  to  a Sanitary  and  Healthy  condition.

Scavenging. 

'rhe  Scavenging  during  the  year  has  been  carried  out  by  Contractors. 
Collectively  speaking,  the  work  has  been  exceedingly  well  done  with  the 
exception  of  one  sul>  district,  d'he  chief  fault  is  the  overloading  of  carts  and 
spilling  on  the  streets.  Most  certainly  it  would  be  an  advantage  if  some 
method  was  established  within  the  district  to  prevent  this  evil.  The  cover- 
ing of  carts  should  be  a subject  to  be  considered  as  soon  as  possible. 

Nuisances. 

During  the  year  minor  nuisances  have  frequently  appeared,  chiefly  in 
the  East  of  Bedlington,  Sleekburn,  .Scotland  Gate,  Guidepost  and  Netherton. 
'I'he  chief  offences  by  keeping  of  animals,  the  storing  of  manure,  and  filthy 
yards  and  passages. 

In  several  cases  the  occupiers  have  been  verbally  advised. 

Infectious  Disease  Prevention. 

4 Cases  have  been  removed  to  hospital. 

230  Houses  hav3  had  final  disinfection. 

6 set.s  of  bed  and  clothing  have  been  disinfected  by  steam. 

24  Schools  have  been  disinfected. 

Formalin  Spraying,  together  with  Sulphur,  have  been  adopted.  In 
other  cases  Formaldehyde  Vapour  has  been  applied.  Tbe  district  has 
been  systematically  disinfected.  The  privy,  midden,  drains  and  sewers  have 
had  special  attention. 

Cow.sHK.r)S  and  Dairies. 

46  exist  on  the  register,  and  the  cows  are  habitually  gray.ed.  In  20 
cases,  limewasiiing  and  cleansin.g  has  been  called  for. 
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Slaughter-Houses. 

1 6 are  on  the  Register.  These  have  been  kept  in  a fairly  clean  con- 
dition with  the  exception  of  2 cases. 

Common  Lodging-Houses. 

4 are  on  the  Registers.  These  have  been  regularly  visited,  and  in 
3 cases  cleansing  called  for. 

Unsound  Food. 

199  lbs.  of  unsound  food  has  been  destroyed,  d'he  whole  amount  con- 
sisted of  chilled  meat. 

Offensive  'I'kades. 

9 Fish  and  Chip  Shops  exist,  and  frequent  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
cleanliness  of  these  places. 


Sanitary  Accommodation  in  Theatres,  Music  Halls  and  Places  of  Public 
Entertainment. 

As  these  sanitary  matters  have  taken  upon  by  the  Health  Department 
of  the  L.A.  to  carry  out  the  efficiency  in  each  case,  the  managers  of  the 
various  places  have  been  acquainted  of  this  jurisdiction,  and,  if  at  any  time 
an  offence  may  arise,  it  will  probably  [irevent  the  re-licensing. 

SCHOOL.S. 

On  a few  occasions  nuisances  have  arisen  in  connection  with  the 
conveniences. 

In  2 instances  these  were  found  in  a very  filthy  and  offensive  condition 
through  neglect  and  misu.sage  of  apjiaratus.  It  should  be  the  duty  of  the 
management  to  see  these  are  regularly  inspected  during  School  hours  so  as 
to  he  able  to  call  for  remedy  forthwith  should  anything  of  an  infective 
character  arise. 

In  a few  cases  the  Sanitary  Accommodation  could  be  improved.

HOUSING. 

T'he  Housing  Scheme  of  the  Council  is  being  somewhat  slowly  developed 
not  because  of  any  diffidence  or  even  lack  of  enterprise  on  the  part  of  the 
Housing  Committee  but  chiefly  because  of  the  negotiations  demanded  by  the 
Ministry  and  shortage  of  skilled  labour.  Latterly  the  coal  strike  in  addition 
has  effected  the  progress  on  account  of  the  difficulty  in  procuring  bricks. 
T'he  shortage  of  coal  and  objections  to  transport  of  this  commodity  might 
have  been  overcome  had  reasonableness  been  displayed.  In  a coal  mining 
district,  such  as  Bedlington,  it  can  be  estimated  that  approximately  75  per 
cent,  of  the  new  houses  will  b^  occupied  by  miners,  and  after  such  a clamour 
for  dwellings  it  is  disappointing  to  learn  that  every  possible  assistance  has  not 
been  given  in  the  speeding  up  of  the  work.  Notwithstanding  many  discour- 
agements and  deferred  hopes  it  is  gratifying  that  eight  parlour  type  hou.'^es 
are  now  ready  for  occupation  at  the  Hollymount  site.  Others  will  very  shortly 
be  ready  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  more  rapid  rate  of  progress  of  the  last 
month  or  two  will  be  more  than  maintained  in  the  months  to  come. 

At  Sleekburn  a contract  for  62  houses  was  let  in  March  and  is  being 
entered  into  with  a push  that  augurs  well  for  the  progress  of  work  on  this 
site. 
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The  accepted  tenders  for  Choppington  and  Bedlington  West  End  sites 
have  been  deferred  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  owing  to  the  prevailing  high 
prices.  It  is  highly  probable  that  this  will  now  be  overcome  by  the  modifica- 
tion in  the  outbuildings  which  will  considerably  minimise  the  cost  and  thus 
gain  the  approval  of  the  Ministry.  In  addition  the  modification  will  be  a 
progressive  step  in  sanitation,  and  the  few  disadvantages  that  may  be  claimed 
for  it  will  be  outweighed  by  the  many  advantages  exclusive  of  the  lessened 
cost  in  building.  It  is  particularly  necessary  that  the  Choppington  site  should 
be  commenced  as  early  as  jiossible  seeing  that  overcrowding  is  most  prevalent 
in  that  area,  and  a large  number  of  dwellings  are  in  such  an  insanitary 
condition  that  their  occupation  is  a menance  to  the  health  of  the  inmates. 
'I'he  question  of  rent  at  which  the  houses  are  to  be  let  is  one  of  vital  import- 
ance to  the  district.  In  consecjuence  of  the  rents  fixed  by  the  Council,  but 
not  yet  agreed  to  by  the  Ministry,  the  ap{)lications  for  houses  have  not  been 
so  numerous  as  was  anticipated.  The  small  demand  for  the  jiarlour  type  of 
house  is  regrettable.  Out  of  50  applicants  only  ten  required  the  parlour 
houses.  This  lack  of  demand  for  the  larger  type  has  caused  the  Housing 
Committee  to  modify  the  proportions  of  the  type  of  hou.ses  to  be  erected  and 
the  ratio  of  building  50%  of  each  type — that  is  Parlour  and  Non-Parlour — 
to  erect  only  40%  of  the  former  and  60^  of  the  latter. 

In  the  Cambois  area  only  has  there  been  any  difficulty  with  the  land- 
owners  as  to  the  purchase  price  of  the  land,  and  in  consequence  the  C.ouncil 
are  taking  the  neces.sary  steps  for  the  compulsory  acciuisition  of  such  land  as 
they  require. 

In  conclusion,  a large  debt  of  gratitude  is  again  due  to  Mr.  Baker, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  for  the  untiring  energy  and  capability  displayed 
in  dealing  with  matters  relative  to  the  Housing  Scheme.  This  ie[)ort  briefly 
ex[)lains  the  position  of  the  Housing  Scheme  up  to  June,  1921. 

INSANITARY  DWELLINGS. 

Seeing  that  the  L.A.,  as  the  result  of  the  Housing  .Survey,  have  full 
knowledge  of  insanitary  conditions  of  a large  number  of  dwelling  houses,  it  is 
advisable  that  steps  should  be  taken  at  an  early  date  to  deal  with  such  cases 
and  give  owners  a reasonable  opportunity  to  make  the  necessary  alterations 
which  will  be  ro(]uired  by  the  .Authority.

SEWERAGE  cS:  DRAINAGE. 

It  is  highly  necessary  that  immediate  stej).s  should  be  taken  to  relieve  the 
pollution  and  overllowing  of  the  Willow  lUirn.  .As  alreatly  explained  in 
jirevious  reports  this  scheme  will  collect  sewerage  from  Bomarsund,  Scotland 
(.ate,  Simniside,  ('hoi)])ingion  Colliery  and  Netherton  Colliery.  No  delav 
should  he  entertained  in  d-xiling  with  this  ever  increasing  menance. 


SCAVENGING. 

I he  scavenging  during  the  year  has  been  unsatisfactcuy  owing  to  the 
difficulty  with  the  Contractors.  It  must  be  admitted  that  the  work  is  only 
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fffic ienily  conducted  when  done  by  the  L.  A.  It  is  to  he  hoped  that  in  time 
the  entire  woik  will  be  carried  on  by  them  and  the  purchase  of  a motor  wagon 
IS  a step  in  the  tight  direction  although  this  will  only  be  of  service  in  certain 
dis(ii<  ts.  It  is  again  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  the  neglect  of  the  house- 
holdeis  in  not  burning  vegetable  matter  which  is  usually  put  in  middens  only 
to  ferment  and  cause  disease.  The  L.  A.  should  in  future  take  steps  to  see 
that  all  carts  conveying  private  midden  refuse  are  properly  covered  and  not 
overloaded  which  frequently  results  in  portions  dropping  in  the  streets.  In 
(.ases  wheie  wheeling  out  is  required  this  should  be  done  in  the  early  hours  of 
the  morning. 

PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS. 

Little  has  been  done  during  the  year  and  now  that  a more  liberal  supply 
of  material  is  a\ailaole  it  is  hoped  that  many  of  the  deplorable  conditions  will 
not  exist  as  they  did  during  the  winter  months. 

CONCLUSION  & RECO.MMENDATIONS. 

Considering  the  large  number  of  insanitary  dwellings,  overcrowding  and 
slow  progress  of  the  housing  scheme,  the  health  of  the  district  can  be  con- 
sidered satisfactory. 

ddie  following  recommendations,  some  of  which  have  already  been 
mentioned,  might  receive  attention  ; — 

(1)  Consideration  of  reconstruction  and  improvements  in  Insanitary 
Dwellings  in  conjunction  with  the  Housing  Scheme. 

(2)  Completion  as  early  as  possible  of  the  Sewerage  Scheme  already 
mentioned. 

(3)  The  adoption  of  the  P.H.  Act  Amendment  Act,  1907,  in  part  or  its 
entirety.  'Phis  can  only  Ire  favourably  considered  in  conjunction 
with  an  increased  water  supply  and  adequate  means  of  sewerage 
disposal. 

(4)  The  adoption  of  the  Infectious  Disease  Prevention  Act,  1890,  which 
gives  additional  powers  in  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases. 

(5)  In  dealing  with  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever,  it  is  necessary  that 
hospital  extension  should  be  considered. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  assistance  in  carrying  out  the 
duties  of  Medical  Officer.
